Proper Color for Living Rooms 


A recent investigation into the light- 


reflecting qualiti ?s of different colored 
walls sheds some practical light on the 
question of what color the walls of liv- 
ing rooms should be tinted. The re- 
sults of the research show that white 
walls reflect by far the most light; 
they throw back 6G per cent of the 
light that falls upon them. The other 
colors in order of their light-reflecting 
qualities are: 
Cream, rose, yellow, 


blue and green. This list refers to 
light tints of these colors. Dark blue 
reflects only 12 per cent of the light 
falling on it; dark green only 11 per 
cent. Living rooms should be tinted 
In light, clear colors to assure cheerful 
brightness.

Farm Adviser Assured. 


The executive committee of the Adams 


County Farm Bureau, consisting of J. L. 
Butt, pres.; E. F. Strasbaugh, vice pres.; 
G. M. Rice, sec.; C. A. Hershey,treas.,Prof. 
Roth and W. H. Sto^k, appeared before 
the county cammissioners on Tuesday to 
ask substantial financial aid in securing a 
government farm adviser to travel over 
this county threughout the year, giving 
hia entire time to the work. The commis- 
sioners granted an appropriation of $250 
for the half year beginning July 1st, as 
their share of the cost 
The government 


pays the salary of the farm agent provid- 
ing the county commissioners make an ap- 
propriation to cover the expenses, inciden- 
tal to the conduct of the office, exclusive 
of the farm adviser's salary. Under State 
law the commissioners are empowered to 
make such appropriation not to exceed 
$1500 for one year. The cost per year for 
the farm bureau work, aside from the 
agent's salary, would be $900. Tbe com- 
mittee agreed to furnish half the amount 
thru public subscription. The farm agent 
will be given an office in the court house. 
He will be sent here from State college, 
and farmers of the county are at liberty 
to g6 to him for any advice along agricul- 
tural lines. Already there are 35 extension 
representatives in this state. These men 
are practical farmers 


Discussion of the farm bureau work be- 


fore a meeting of the Adams County Agri- 
cultural society at Biglerville, on Satur- 
day, led to the establishment of a subscrip- 
tion fund of $12 to be used for the promo- 
tion of the bureau.

Electricity Is Coming Your 
Way. 


Farm Adviser Assured. 
The executive committee of the Adams 
County Farm Bureau, consisting of J. L. 
Butt, pres.; E. F. Strasbaugh, vice pres.; 
0. M. Rice, sec.; C. A. Hershey,(reas.,Prof. 
Roth and W. II. Stonk, appeared before 
the county cammissioners on Tuesday to 
ask substantial financial aid in securing a 
government farm adviser to travel over 
this county throughout the year, giving 
his entire time to the work. The.commis­ 
sioners granted an appropriation of $250 
for the half year be^^inning July 1st, as 
their share of the ?ost. The government 
pays the salary of the farm agent provid­ 
ing the county commissioners make an ap­ 
propriation to cover the e.\penses, inciden­ 
tal to the conduct of the office, exclusive 
of the farm adviser's salary. Under State 
law the commissioners are empowered to 
make such appropriation not to exceed 
$1500 for one year. The cost per year for 
the farm bureau work, aside from the 
agent’s salary, would be $900. The com­ 
mittee agreed to furnish half the amount 
thru public subscription. The farm agent 
will be given an oiiice in the court house. 
He will be sent here from State college, 
and farmers of the county are at liberty 
to go to him for any advice along agricul­ 
tural lines. Already there are 35 extension 
representatives in this state. These men 
are practical farmers. 
Discussion of the farm bureau work be­ 
fore a meeting of the Adams County Agri­ 
cultural society at Biglerville, on Satur­ 
day, led to the establishment of a subscrip­ 
tion fund of $12 to be used for the promo­ 
tion of the bureau. 


A large number of farmers and orchard- 
ists attended a meeting in Fruit Growers’ 
Hall, Bendersville, on Thursday morning, 
and the new canning plant at Peach Glen 
is said to be assured, 
the concern operat­ 
ing the Peach Glen plant will be known as 
the Adams Canning (/ompany and its cap­ 
ital is placed at $50,000, but this is all 
owned by the United Grocery Corporation 
and no local funds are asked to insure the 
factory. The work of putting up the build 
ing will begin in about thirty days, and 
the canning of vegetables and fruit will 
start as soon as the season opens.

Free Banker of Libel Charge. 
Paul G. Hartman, formerly of Littles- 
tow , but now cashier of the First Nation­ 
al Bank, Honey Brook, has been acquit­ 
ted by the Court of Quarter Sessions in 
Lancaster on a charge of libel. He was 
directed to pay part of the costs, how­ 
ever. The case was the outcome of a set­ 
tlement made to Mrs. Kate Witman, who 
claimed that she had deposited SlOO in the 
bank for which she had never received 
credit and that the money was given to G. 
L. Ramsay, who was at that time assist­ 
ant cashier, but is now deceased. Mr.

\\'illiam F. Brown, the fanner who was 
killed on New Year’s Day near Silver Run 
came to his death through a gunshot 
wound in the head and not as the result of 
a blow from a stone, as has been generally 
believed and was sworn to in the written 
statement of the confessed murderer, Sol­ 
omon Sutler, an iS-year-old negro. This 
fact was shown conclusively at Sutler’s 
trial in Westminster, on Monday, when 
Dr. Stewart, who conducted an examina­ 
tion of Brown’s body, w'hich was exhum­ 
ed on Thursd.ay, produced several shot 
taken from the head of the dnad man.
